German 26 05 575 discloses a bank note and security document paper which 
is coded on each of it's surfaces with a coating comprising a binder and a filler. The 
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binder consists of latex and the filler is present in an amount of 0.5 to 10 parts per 
weight of the polymers in the latex. 

German 691 09 647 describes a security paper with an iridescent coating which 
is wear resistant in that it consists of a binder which is selected from specific homo-or- 
copolymers. The coating material further comprises a mineral filler for regulating the 
material's flow properties (see claim 5 of this application). 

U.S. Patent No. 5,182,141 is in the English language and the relevancy is self- 
evident. 

British 2 283 026 is in the English language and the relevancy thereof is self- 
evident.
